Friho  Van  VoBHxa :— •Agreeably  to 
promise  I  herewith  attempt  •  recital  of 
the  doings  of  the  Stillwater  Guard,  since 
th«*r  departure  from  your  city  on  Mon^ 
day  morning  last,  together  with  such  oth- 
er incideata  a«  have  attracted  my  atten- 
tion.    On  our  route  to  this   place  Doth- 

Our 
drive  through  St.  Paul  attracted  consid- 
erable attention,  and  a  few  feeble  at- 
tempts ;.t  cheering  were  made  by  the 
spectators  —  attempts  which  w*nt  to 
prove  to  us  "  boys  "  that  when  you  want 
to  hear  cheering  it  takes  Stillwater  to 
"git  up  and  git."  Fort  Snelling  was 
reached  at  4  o'clock  p.  M.,  and  the  Guard 
were  immediately  mustered  intoserTice, 
by  Capt.  Nelson,  U.  S.  A.,  a  gentleman 
and  soldier  in  every  sense  of  the  term — 
every  man  passing  iuspection. 

Afler  muster  we  were  marched  to  our 
quarters — a  huge  bam  nearly  north  of 
the  Fort,  outside  the  garrison.  Some  say 
there  was  not  room  enough  for  all  the 
companies  inside  the  walin,  and  that  the 
Colonel  wished  to  put  a  company  outside 
whom  he  could  trust,  and  knowing  that 
when  a  St.  Croixan  agrees  to  serve  Un- 
c'e  Sara,  his  word  is  as  good  as  a  bond* 
and  that  no  risk  of  desertion  is  run  by 
placing  us  outside  the  picket  line^^. 

At  quarters  each  man  was  furnished 
with  a  heavy  blanket,  a  gray  flannel  shirt, 
and  a  pair  of  woolen  socks.  (It  was  an- 
nounced that  uniforms  would  be  forth- 
coming in  the  course  of  a  fortnight.) 
Our  bed  consisted  of  hay  scattered  pro- 
miscuously over  the  barn  floor,  on  which, 
or  curled  up  in  blankets,  with  carpet- 
sacks  for  pillow^s,  we  lay  down  to  rest. 

The  following  companies  had  been 
mustered  into  service  prior  to  our  arri- 
val :  St.  Paul  Volunteers,  Pioneer  Guard, 
St.  Anthony  Guards,  Winona  Volun- 
teers. Minneapolis  Lincoln  Guards,  Good- 
hue Volunteers,  Fnribault  Guards.  The 
day  following  the  Dakota  Volunteers 
and  the  Wabashaw  Volunteers  were 
mustered  into  service;  in  all  forming  a 
regiment,  including  Regimental  staff  and 
musicians,  of  about  one  thousand  men 
instead  of  780  as  called  for  in  the  Gov- 
ernor's Prr»clamation. 

The  Regimental  staff  tills  been  an- 
nounced as  follows :  Colonel,  Willis  A. 
Gorman ;  Lieut.  Colonel,  Stephen  Mil- 
ler; Major,  W.  H.  Dyke;  Adjutant, 
Wm.  B.  Leach;  Quartermaster,  Thos. 
Foster ;  Surgeon,  Dr.  J.  II.  Stewart; 
Assistant  BuhgenH,  Dr.  C,  W.  Le  Bou'.e- 
lier  ;  Ensign,  M.  H.  Mill.«». 

Two  sword  presentations  have  occur, 
red  since  our  location  here.  The  first  on 
Tuesday  morning,  when  Col.  J.  W. 
Calhcart,  through  Maj.  J.  J.  Noah,  pre- 
sented Capt.  Wilkin,  "the  little  fellow,'' 
with  a  sword  of  the  regulation  pattern. 
On  Wednesday  Col.  Gornflari  was  pre- 
sented with  a  handsome  regulation  sword, 
valued  at  |125  00,  b)-  Major  W.  J.  Cul- 
len.  The  speech-making  on  both  occa- 
sions was  to  the  point. 

Ex-Gov.  Sibley  has  donated  to  the 
Regiment,  through  the  Ctdonel,  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  which  together  with  some 
seventy  dollars  collected  at  the  Fort  for 
the  purpose,  will  be  expended  tor  the 
purchase  of  instruments  for  the  Regi- 
mental Band,  the  members  of  which  have 
been  engaged  and  are  now  at  the  Fork 

Four  good-for-nothing  rascals  conclu- 
ded camp  life  was  rather  a  hard  kind  of 
living,  and  deserted    on    Monday   even- 
ing.    They  were  members  of  Capt..  Ad- 
ams' (DakoU)  Company.     Col.  Gorman 
sent  a  squad  of  men  after  them  with  or- 
ders to  take  them  dead  or  alive.     They 
were  found  in  St.  Paul,  and  after   some 
little  resistance  concluded  to  come  back 
peaceably.     They    were  alive    in  every 
sense  of  the  word  \  so  much  so  that  they 
appeared  to  be  moving,  when    perfectly 
still.     Wha'.  wAs  done  with  the  culprits 
I  have  not  learned,  but  rumor  has  it  that 
they  were  kicked  out  of  camp,  minus  the 
buttons  on    their  coats.     "A   good    rid- 
dance of  bad  rubbish." 

The  rations  furnished  the  men  were  of 
the  p<^>ore8t  quality,  consisting  of  beans, 
dry  bread,  hull-beef,  chicory  coffee,  tur- 
nips and  silt.  The  beans  are  the  mo«t 
valuable  and  nutritious  article  of  diet  to

qair  7  ordered.  The  restftt  of  this  prompt 
action  on'the  psr(  of  ovr  ener^tic  Colo- 
nel is,  that  ytsterday  nni  to^ay  our  ra- 
tions will  compare  fkvorably  with  thoM 
of  the  State  Prison  convict*  «t  join- 
place,  or  any  other  body  of  hard  woHting 
men. 

The  non-oomroissioned  ofBeers  of  the 
Guards  have  not  as  yet  been  ofllicialiy  an- 
nounced, although  it  ia  ruaor«d  that  they 
are  to  be  as  follows : 

Orderly  Sergeant,  Louia  Muller ;  2d 
Sergeant,  C.  M.  Lockwood  ;  dd  do,  Ja- 
cob Marty,  Jr. ;  4th  do,  A.  A.  Capron  ; 
Ist  Corporal,  Adolph  L.  Reichard  ;  2d 
do,  Wm.  L.Pieraon  ;  3d  do.  Carlos  Cleni- 
ents ;  4th  do,  Z.  E.  Binns.  The  Ser- 
geants are  well-drilled  soldiers,  and  vill 
do  all  in  their  power  to  enhance  the  com- 
fort of  the  men  under  their  charge.  The 
Corporals,  after  they  have  learned  the 
drill  and  become  conversant  with  the  dth 
ties  of  their  position,  will,  doubtless,  be 
qualified  to  teach  others  all  they  hava 
learned  themselves  ;  while  for  gentle- 
manly conduct,  calm  and  dignified  lan- 
guage, and  sociable  qualities,  they  will 
never  be  a  whit  behind  their  superior  of- 
ficers.     Corporal ,  it    is   true,  has 

talked  srme  of  getting  transferred  to 
some  other  0)mpany,  to  compensate  him 
for  the  loss  of  the  looked-for  position  of 
sergeant,  but  nothing  serious  is  anticipa- 
ted. 

The  nativity  of  the  members  of  the 
Stillwater  Guards  is  as  follows  :  Unit- 
ed States,  47  ;  Switzerland,  l4  j  Sweden, 
14;  New  Brunswick,  4;  Canada,  3; 
England,  3;  Ireland  1.  Of  the  47  born 
in  the  United  States,  New  York  has  12  ; 
Pennsylvania,  11;  Maine,  8  ;  Ohb,  4; 
New  Hampshire,  3  ;  Michigan  2;  New 
Jersey,  2 ;  Massachusetts,  Indiana,  Illi- 
nois, Connecticut  and  Wisconsin,  one 
each. 

The  average  age  of  the  members  is  26 
years  and  8  months.  The  average  i^e 
of  foreigners,  is  28  years,  and  that  of  na- 
tives a  fraction  over  25  years.  Twenty 
are  over  18  and  under  22,  29  are  over  22 
and  under  26,  16  are  over  26  and  under 
30,  22  are  over  30  and  under  35,  8  are 
over  35  and  under  40,  5  are  over  40  and 

under  46. 

Seventy  recruits  have  arrived  here 
with  in  the  last  few  days — st)me  of  whom 
have  joined  the  various  companies  and 
others  have  returned  home.  About  30 
members  of  the  Anoka  Company,  finding 
they  could  not  be  accepted  in  the  1st 
Regiment  and  fearful  that  a  2nd  Regi- 
ment would  not  be  called  for,  joined  the 
Dakota  volunteers,  and  were  welcomed 
with  a  genuine  soldiers'  welcome. 

The  first  Regitnental  parade  took  place 
yesterday  afternoon,  outside  the  garrison 
before  a  large  concourse  of*  spectators. — 
Considering  the  short  time  during  which 
the  various  companies  have  been  drilling 
and  the  fact  that  but  a  small  number  had 
uniforms  or  muskets,  they  presented  a 
very  creditable  appearance.  One  thing 
is  certain,  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a 
hardier,  better  natured,  or  a  better  look- 
ing set  of  men,  anywhere  except  in  the 
great  northwest. 

I  should  have  erred  had  I  closed  this 
communication  without  testifying  to  the 
lively  and  real  interest  manifested  to- 
wards the  company  and  individual  mem- 
bers by  Capt.  Brohiley,  fttid  his  dilligent 
and  indefatigable  assisUnts,  Lieuts;  Dow- 
nie  and  Thomas  ;  they  are  all  that  could 
be  desifed.

A  Simple  J^Silitary  Salute— The 
Sumter  Affair  in  a  HTutsheii. 

Major  Anderson's  responce  from  the 
balcony  of  the  Bretoort  House,  New 
York,  to  the  salute  of  the  Fifth  Regi- 
ment and  the  acclamatiotis  of  the  crowd 
was  a  simple  military  salute.  Military 
men  are  seldom  babblers.  They  are  ed- 
ucated to  deeds,  not  words. 

It  was  the  admirable  terseness  of  the 
Taylor  dispatches,  during  the  Monterey 
campaign,  which  contributed  largely  to 
the  enthusiasm  that  carried  "  Old  Zack" 
into  the  Presidency,  and  we  recognize 
the  style  of  a  man  of  action  in 
the  di?p?it<^b  of  Major  Anderson  to  the 
Secretary  of  War : 

Sir  :  Having  defended  Fort  Sumter 
34  hours,  until  quarters  were  entirely 
burned  ;  main  gates  destroyed  by  fire  ; 
the  gorge  wall  seriously  injured  ;  maga- 
zine surrounded  by  flames,  and  its  door 
closed  from  the  effects  of  heat ;  four  bar- 
rels and  three  cartridges  of  poA^der  only 
being  available,  and  no  provisions  but 
pork  remaining,  I  accepted  terms  of  evac- 
uation offered  by  Gen.  Beauregard— be- 
ing the  same  offered  by  him  on  the  11th 
instant,  prior  to  the  Commencement  of 
hostilities  —  and  marched  out  of  the  fort 
Sunday  p.  m.,  14th  instant,  with  colors 
flying,  drums  beating,  bringing  away 
company  and  private  property,  and  sa- 
luting my  flag  with  fifty  guns.

Pbopertt. — Great   Excitbmekt  axd 

Ikdignation  of  tm  Secessiohists. 
On  Saturday  and  Sunday  the  greatest 
excitement  prevailed  in  the  city.  Troops 
were  harrying  to  and  fro,  and  every  oae 
anxious  to  know  what  was  to  be  done, 
but  unable  to  obtain  the  desired  informa- 
tion. The  rumor  was  that  ths  Cumber- 
land was  about  to  sail  from  ths  Navy 
Yard,  and  preparations  were  made  to 
prevent  her< 

At  12  o'clock  an  oflScercsme  from  the 
yard  bearing  a  flag  of  truce  and  was  con- 
ducted to  General  Taliaferro's  headquar- 
ters at  the  Atlantic  hotel,  where  a  eon- 
bultation  was  held  which  resulted  in  a 
promise  from  the  commandant  of  the 
yard,  CommtwJore  Macauley,  that  none  of 
the  vessels  should  be  removed  nor  a  shot 
fired  except  in  self-defence. 

This  quieted  the  excitement;  bat  it 
was  ascertained  that  the  Germantown 
and  Merrimac  had  been  scuttled,  and 
that  the  heavy  shears  on  the  wharf  at 
which  the  Georgetown  was  lying  had  been 
cut  away  and  allowed  to  fall  midships 
across  her  decks,  carrying  away  her  main 
topmast  and  yards. 

It   was   also   perceived  that   the  men 
were  busily  engaged  in    destroying  and 
throwing  overboard  side  and  sm&li  arms, 
&c.,  and  other  property,  and  boats  were 
constantly  passing  between  the  Pennsyl- 
vania, Cumberland  and  the  other  vessels. 
The  assurance  of  the  Commodore   given 
by  his  officer  at  the  trace  interview,  how- 
ever, tended  to  allay  the  sppiehension  of 
an  immediate  collision.     But  the  contin- 
ued stirring  movements  at  the  yard  soon 
rendered  it  cerUin  that  it  was  the  inten- 
tion of  Macauley  to  destroy  all  the  build- 
ings and  other   property   there;  and  it 
was  therefore   with  not  much  surprise 
that,   about  midnight,  after  two  or  three 
explosions,  the  light  of  a  serious  confla- 
gration was  observed  at  the  yard. 

This  continued  to  increase,  and  before 
daylight  the  demon  work  of  destruction 
was  extended  to  the  immense  shipbousM 
known  as  A  and  B,  the  former  conttuning 
the  entire  frame  of  the  New  York,  li^ 
which  has  been  on  the  stocks  unfinished 
for  some  thirty-eight  years,  and  also  to 
the  long  ranges  of  two  story  offices  and 
stores  on  each  side  of  the  main  gate  of 
the  yard.  The  flames  and  hea*>fn^.  this 
tremendous  mass  of  burning  msteriali 
was  set  by  a  southwest  wind  directly  to- 
ward the  line  of  vessels  opposite  the  yard* 
and  nearly  all  these  too,  were  enreloped 
in  the  flameSi 

The  scene  at  this  Ume  was  JT*^^  •*>* 
terrific  beyond  description.  Tne  roar  of 
the  conflagration  was  loud  enough  to  be 
heard  at  three  or  four  miles  distance— 
and  to  this  were  added  occasional  dischar- 
ges from  the  heavy  guhs  of  the  old  Penn* 
salvania,  a  ship  of  the  line,  as  they  be- 
came successively  heated.  These  gtinsi 
it  is  asserted,  were  doable  shotted  and 
directed  at  different  parts  of  the  yard  foi* 
the  purpose  of  insuring  its  complete  des* 
truction.  This,  however,  is  certain,  that 
if  all  her  guns  had  been  thus  prepared 
and  dii-ected,  the  burnt  district  conld  not 
have  been  more  completely  cleared  of  it* 
appurtenances. 

As  soon  as  the  torch  had  been  success* 
fully  applied  to  the  ship-houses,  the  Paw- 
nee, which  had  been  kept  under  steam 
from  the  moment  of  her  arrivftl  oo  Sat* 
urdsy,  *a8  put  in  motion,  anduking  the 
Cumberland  in  tow,  retreated  down  the 
harbor  out  of  the  reach  of  danger,  freight- 
ed with  a  great  portion  of  valuable  mu- 
nitions, &c.,  from  the  yard,  and  the 
Commodore  tnd  other  officers  Who  had 
won  for  themselves  the  inglorious  dis- 
tinction of  destroying  devils  in  aecom* 
plishing  such  a  vsndsl  work.  The  ehipi 
proceeded  as  far  do-;vn  as  the  barricades 
at  the  narrows,  where  the  Cumberland 
was  left  at  anchor,  and  the  Pawnee  oon^ 
tinued  on  to  Fort  Monroe. 

As  far  as  we  could  judge  from  s  curso- 
ry observation,   the  properly  destroyed 
embraced,  beside  the  ahip-bouees  and  eon* 
tents,  the  range  of  buildings  on  the  north 
line  of  the  yard  (except  the  co«modor»'s 
and  commander's  residences,  which  were 
unhurt,)  the  old  marine  barracks  and  tmm 
or  two  workshops,  the   immense  lifting 
shears,  the  Pennsylvania,  Merrimae, Brit* 
aln,  Columbia,  and  brig  Dolphon— burnt 
to  the  water's  edge— the  sloop  German* 
town,  broken  and  sunk  ;  the  Plymoath, 
scuttled  and  sunk  even   with  ber  deck  ; 
and  a  vast  amount  of  small  armt,  chro- 
nometers, and  valuable  engines  and  jna*

There  is  a  IVorlh. 

This  expression  has  recently  acquired 
a  depth  of  meaning,  far  transcending  any 
political  significance.  For  several  years 
many  Northern  citizens  have  IVdlowed 
tjie  channel  of  the  Mississippi,  and  trans- 
ferred their  industry  and  skill  to  the 
Southern  States.  In  the  "  reign  of  ter- 
ror" now  prevailing  in  that  section,  this 
class  arc  seeking  the  free  States  by  thou- 
sands.

Within  a  few  day»y  every  citizen  has  had 
some  personal  communication  with  indi- 
viduals who  welcome  the  security  which 
here  prevails,  and  which  they  have  reach 
ed  with  great  sacrifices. 

By  the  exile  of  this  class  of  population 
the  South  will  be  a  great  loser  —  the 
Northwest  an  equal  gainer.  Hitherto 
the  north  star  has  been  the  guide  of  a 
very  different  class  of  fugitives  ;  but  this 
last  exodus  will  be  far  more  disastrous 
to  the  communUies  which  prove  them- 
selves unworthy  of  so  invaluable  a  popu- 
lation. rrar.ce.  long  ago,  ejected  a  nu- 
merous body  of  skillful  operativca  in  a 
paroxvsra  of  religious  intolerance  ;  trans- 
ferring, with  their  removal  to  England, 
the  future  manufacturing  ascendancy  of 
the  latter  kingdom.  A  similaf  aggran- 
dizement of  the  Upper  Mississippi  States, 
at  the  expense  of  the  rebellious  commu- 
nities on  its  lower  channel,  is  likely  to  be 
the  result  of  current  events.

Mr.  Doaslas  on  the  War. 

The  prompt  support  given  to  the  Gov- 
ernment by  Mr.  Douglas  is  worthy  of 
all  commendation.  He  addressed  the 
Legislature  at  Springfield  upon  the  pre-s 
ent  dangers,  concluding  as  follows  : 

1  have  struggled  alnaost  against  hope 
to  avert  the  calamities  of  war  and  to  ef- 
fect a  union  and  reconciliation  with  our 
brethren  of  the  South.  I  yet  hope  it  may 
be  done,  but  I  Rm  not  able  to  point  out 
to  vou  how  it  may  be.  Nothing  short 
of  Providence  can  reveal  to  us  the  issue 
of  this  great  struggle.  Bloody — calam- 
itous, I  fear  it  will  be.  May  we  so  con- 
duct it  if  a  collision  must  come,  that  we 
mRy  stand  justified-^n  the  eyes  of  Him 
who  knows  our  hearts,  and  will  judge 
our  every  act.  We  must  not  yield  to 
resentments,  nor  to  the  spirit  of  venge- 
ance, much  less  to  the  desire  for  conquest 
or  ambition.  I  see  no  path  of  ambition 
open  in  a  'bloody  struggle  for  triumph 
over  my  own  countrymen.  There  is  no 
path  of  ambition  open  for  me  in  a  divid- 
ed country,  after  having  so  long  served  a 
united  and  glorious  country.  Hence, 
whatever  we  may  do,  must  be  the  result 
of  duty,  of  conviction  ;  of  patriotic  duty 
— the  duty  we  owe  to  ourselves,  to  our 
posterity,  and  to  the  friends  of  constitu- 
tional liberty  and  self-government 
throughout  the  world.     [Loud  applause.] 

My  friends,  I  can  say  no  more.  To 
discuss  these  topics  is  the  most  painful 
duty  of  my  life.  It  is  with  a  sad  heart 
—  with  a  grief  that  I  have  never  before 
experienced,  that  I  have  to  contemplate 
this  fearful  struggle  ;  but  I  believe  in  my 
conscience  that  it  is  a  duty  we  owe  to 
ourselves,  and  our  children,  and  our  God, 
to  protect  this  government  and  that  flag 
from  every  assailant,  be  he  who  he  may. 
[Tremendous  applause.]

Impressions  of  a  Traveler. 

Benson  J.  Lossing,  the  historian  of  the 
revolution,  has  just  returned  from  a  trip 
through  the  south-western  slave  States, 
and-  communicates  to  the  Poughkeepsie 
Haffle  some  interesting  particulsfs  of  the 
condition  of  public  and  private  sentiment 
in  those  States.  From  all  that  he  has 
observed  he  says : 

"  My  conclusions  are  that,  underlying 
the  secession  sentiment  that  covers  the 
whole  surface  of  society  at  the  South, 
there  is  a  deep  and  abiding  love  of  the 
old  Union,  silently  praying  for  deliver- 
ance from  a  despotism  which  has  few 
parallels  in  the  history  of  the  world.  It 
needs  only  to  be  infocmed  and  assured  to 
become  fearfully  energetic  Thorougly 
unfetter  its  limbs  by  the  strong  arm  of 
Federal  power,  it  will  become  speedily 
omnipotent  in  crushing  the  eggs  of  selfish 
rebellion,  out  of  which  are  hatched  the 
foul  serpents  of  disunion.  Let  the  Gov- 
ernment give  that  assurance  by  quick, 
powerful,  and  effective  action,  and  convey 
the  truth  to  a  deceived  people,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  cannon  if  necessary,  and 
all  will  be  well  soon.  Yet  the  Govern- 
ment ha*  a  foe  to  meet  not  to  be  despis- 
ed. The  chief  rebels  are  desperate  and 
determined  men,  en^wed  with  superior 
talents,  and  furnished  with  many  resour- 
ces. It  is  now,  with  them,  a  question  of 
life  or  death,  honor  or  dishonor,  gtory  or 
infamy.  Those  who  are  involved  in  this 
treason  by  taking  up  arms  foi  them,  are 
in  the  same  desperate  condition.  And 
the  South  is  full  of  brave  and  self-sacri- 
ficing men.  In  all  emergencies,  when  the 
flag  of  our  common  country  called  for 
defenders,  they  have  shown  an  alacrity 
and  courage  in  response  not  to  be  sur- 
passed, m  a^oou  6a-JS«  they  make  puis- 
sant  cohorts.

The  great  body  of  farnu  rs  are  the  great 
commissariat  of  the  army  and  people. — 
Good  and  extended  cultivation  will  pro-- 
duce  the  hay  and  the  com —  the  food  for 
cattle  and  swine,  which  are  in  turn  the 
food  of  man,  on  which  and  on  the  cer^ls 
we  have  to  depend  to  carry  on  warlike 
and  peaceful  pursuits  alike. 

The  men  engaged  in  the  hard  task  of 
raising  food  are  therefore  as  well  em- 
ployed as  those  filling  the  ranks.  Trade 
and  commerce  and  manufactures  can-, 
spare  their  hundreds  and  thousands  of 
men  for  fighting —  for  all  these  branchw^ 
of  industry  are  rendered  dull ;  but  agri- 
culture can  hardly  spare  a  single  man.

I  The  Democrat  prt>prietors  and  com- 
positors prepared  for  them,  and  about 
I  nine  o'clock  a  detachment  of  police,  num- 
bering about  twenty -five,  under  lead  of 
Chief  McDonough,  made  their  appear- 
ance, and  took  their  position  before  the 
d<)or. 

Chief  McDonough  drew  the  men  in 
line,  and  gave  them  very  brief  and  em- 
phatic instructirns — ordering  them  to 
fire  promptly  upon  the  mob  should  it 
make  an  attack.  He  them  left  them  iu 
cumtiiahd  of  a  sergeant.  In  less  than 
an  hour  the  mob  were  heard  coming, 
and  soon  were  in  sight,  pouring  down.

The 
sergeant  of  the  police  hero  gave  the  or- 
der to  charge,  and  with  astonished  alac- 
rity and  good  onler,  the  men  cleared  the 
street,  and  drove  the  mob  back  to  Sec- 
ond strcot.  Here  they  held  it  in  bay 
with  bayt>nets  presented  and  guns  cocked. 
To  attempt  to  describe  the  fury  mani- 
f>.sted  by  the  mob  at  the  moment  would 
be  folly. 

Thi'y  wavctl  their  fl;tg  over  the  po- 
lice and  blackguarded  them  in  the  gros- 
sest manner,  but  the  men  8ttK)d  calmly 
and  firmly  t<»  their  p<»sts  until  further 
reinforced  from  the  police  office.  In  the 
midst  of  their  fury,  J.  Richard  Barrett, 
appeared  oti  the  scene  and  addressed  the 
crowd  in  a  very  judicious  speech.  His 
argument",  enforced  by  the  spectacle  of 
the  glistenin*  bayonets  of  the  police, 
finallv  induced  the  mob  to  retire,  though 


mounted,  appeared  in  the  streets,  pro 
ceediug  to  the  Gilmore  House,  where 
the  General  and  staff  dined.  Before  the 
General  had  finished  his  dinner,  a  com- 
pany detailed  from  the  Sixth  Massachu- 
setts Regiment,  under  command  of  Capt.

About  twilight,  two  trains  01  wagons 
proceeded,  under  escort  of  the  police  and 
Gen.  Butler's  military,  from  the  city  to 
the  latter's  head  quarters  on  Federal 
Hill,  containing  arms  that  had  been  seiz- 
ed by  Gon.  Butler's  forces.  One  train 
numbered  thirty-one  wagons,  and  the 
other  six  wagons.

From  representations  made  to  the  Post 
Office  Department,  it  is  probable  that 
nearly  all  if  not  the  entire  river  mail  ser- 
vice will  be  officially  discontinued  in  the 
course  of  a  few  days,  in  the  Secession 
States. 

In  St.  Louis  on  the  16th,  a  detachment 
of  United  Slates  troops,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Gen.  Harney,  took  quiet  posses- 
sion of  Camp  Spring,  HydcPark,  and  the 
heights  near  the  reservoir. 

None  of  the  managers  of  the  Mount 
Vernon  Society,  residing  at  Washington, 
have  any  knowledge  of  the  reported  re- 
moval of  the  remains  of  Washington,  be- 
yond what  has  been  published  in  the 
newspapers.  They  reasonably  presume 
that  if  th,:^  ["acts  were  as  reported,  those 
in  charge  of  that  place  would  before  this 
have  informed  them. 

The  Louisville  Journal  of  the  13th 
says,  on  the*  authority  of  a  dispatch  from 
New  Orleans,  that  the  banks  of  New  Or- 
leans suspended  specie  payment  on  Sat- 
urday, May  11th. 

The  women  and  children  of  the  garri- 
son at  Fortress  Monroe  have  been  trans, 
ported  to  New  York. 

Wm,  G.  Coffin,  of  Indiana,  has  been 
appointed  to  the  Southern  Superinten- 
dency  of  Indian  Affairs,  in  place  of  Rec- 
t^ir,  who  has  left  for  the  west  with  im- 
portant instructions  for  several  Indian 
tribes. 


This  muster  differed  from  the  one  a 
few  weeks  since  insomuch  that  no  swear- 
ing was  done,  it  being  stated  that  where 
a  man  re-enlists  his  oath  is  lengthened 
by  his  own  consent.  The  roll  was  called 
and  those  answering  "  a>  e  "  were  checked 
for  "  three  years,  or  during  the  war"  and 
— that  was  all.  I  will  send  you  a  list  of 
officers  and  privates,  when  the  full  com- 
plement is  obtained. 

Wednesday  morning  Companies  A,  B, 
C,  D  and  E  were  marched  to  St.  Paul, 
a  distance  of  from  8  to  10  miles  through 
a  drizzling  sleet,  a  good  part  of  the  way 
on  the  double-quick  run.  There  we  went 
through  the  principal  streets  to  the  Capi- 
tol, where  Acting  Governer  Donnelly 
was  saluted,  when  we  marched  to  the 
City  Hall  to  partake  of  a  collation  pre- 
pared by  the  citizens  on  one  hour's  no- 
tice. From  the  City  Hall  we  went  on  a 
•'  double  quick  trot  "  down  to  the  levee 
and  embarked  on  the  steamer  Pembina, 
which  had  been  kindly  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  C<»lonel  l>y  the  agents  at  that 
place,  and  in  less  than  an  hour  we  were 
at  our  quarters. 

Shortly  after  we  were  called  out  for 
active  service,  it  being  reported  that 
Capt.  Acker's  company  were  about  to 
resist  the  arrest  of  some  few  of  their 
number  for  being '  drunk  and  disorderly,' 
and  speaking  in  a  disrespectful  manner 
to  and  of  their  superior  officers.  They, 
however,  thought  "  discretion  the  better 
part  of  valor,"  and  graciously  allowed 
them  to  be  taken  "  prisoners  of  war." — 
During  the  capture  the  Sergeant  of  the 
Guard  received  a  bayonet  wound  in  the 
hand,  inflicted  by  one  of  the  prisoners. 
Those  arrestd  — a  half  dozen —  were  put 
in  the  guarJ  house  and  there  remain  at 
the  hour  of  writing. 

Yesterday  a  delegation  of  ladies  and 
gentlemen  from  Cottage  Grove,  Afton 
and  vicinity,  visited  us  ir.  wngons,  car- 
riages, buggies,  and  on  horse  back.  To- 
wards noon  a  temporary  table  was  con- 
structed in  our  quarters,and  hid  from  our 
sight  by  2|  cords,  "  be  the  same  more  or 
less,"  of  everything  that  farmers' wives 
know  how  to  prepare  in  the  e^t!"^  1!"" 
— 'and  what  they  dont  know  ain't  worth 
knowing — taken  from  the  aforesaid  wag- 
ons, etc.  Before  eating,  a  very  appropri- 
ate speech — appiopiiate  because  it  invit- 
ed us  to  "  eat,  drink  and  be  merry  "  — 
was  made  by  Mr.  Ebenezer  Ayers,  which 
was  responded  to  by  Lieut.  Thomas  and 
Col.  Gorman.  (The  Colonel  is  a  good 
soldier  but  "our  min"  beat  him  at 
speechifying.)  The  afternoon  was  spent 
very  pleasantly  by  ourselves  and  our 
guests  —  or  more  properly  our  friend^ 
and  their  guests — and  after  a  special  Reg- 
imental drill,  ordered  by  the  Ojlonel  as 
a  favor  towards  Company  B,  they  start- 
ed home,  being  escorted  by  us  to  the  fer- 
ry. As  they  started  some  cheering  took 
place,  and  any  amount  of  kissing  done 
by  the  young  ladies  and  the  volunteers 
from  their  locality.  The  boys  from 
Stillwater  didn't  have  a  show— but  they 
got  lots  of  smile?. 

Rumor  was  afloat  last  Sunday  that  we 
were  going  to  Washington  ;  Monday,  to 
Western  Virginia  ;  Tuesday,  to  the  fron- 
tier forts  ;  Wednesday,  to  Cairo  ;  and 
yesterday  and  t«-day  the  report  is  that 
we  are  all  going  below.  Your  readers 
can  believe  any,  all  or  none  of  these  re- 
ports, just  as  they  deem  proper. 

About  half  a  dozen  three  months  men 
have  been  discharged  in  some  of  the 
companies.  It  is  stated  that  they  are  to 
be  discharged  as  fast  as  the  three  years' 
recruits  arrive.  Most  of  the  men  here 
consider  it  to  be  a  trick  to  get  men  to 
enlist,  and  think  those  now  in  the  ranks 
who  fail  to  re-enlist  will  he  sent  to  the 
forts. 

An  Artillery  section  is  to  be  formed 
to  go  with  this  Regiment,  and  for  that 
purpose  about  a  dozen  Artillerists,  who 
have  served  in  the  regular  army,  are 
wanted  ;  the  remainder  will  be  those  who 
have  had  more  or  less  practice,  selected 
from  the  various  companies  here. 

First  Lieutenant  Mark  W.  Downie — 
the  "Daughter  of  t'ne  Regiment"--was 
lo-day  appointed  Regimental  Quarter- 
master, and  of  course  "he  will  be  obeyed 
and  respected  accordingly." 

A  splendid  looking  horse,  chestnut 
color,  17^  hands  high,  was  presented  to 
Col.  Gorman  last  Monday.  The  Colonel 
when  on  this  horse,  is  the  "  observed  of 
all  observers  ;  "  (he  is  anyhow,  except 
when  "Mary"  is  around.) 

One  of  our  members — a  married  man 
— received  a  letter  on  Tuesday  from  one 
of  the  county  Commissioners  stating  that 
all  married  men  re-enlisting,  must  do  so 
on  their  own  responsibility,  as  the  coun- 
ty of  Washington  would  not  support 
their  families.

TsxT : —  Lev  every  seal  be  subject  unto  the 
higher  powers.  For  there  Is  no  power  but  of 
God  :  the  powers  that  be  are  ordained  of  Cod. 
IHiosoever,  therefore,  resisteth  the  power,  re- 
sisteth  the  ordinance  of  God :  and  they  that 
resist  shall  receive  to  themselrcs  damnation. 
For  rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  good  works,  bat 
to  the  eviL  Wilt  thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the 
power  *  Do  that  which  is  good,  and  thou  sbalt 
haTe  praise  of  the  same :  for  he  is  the  minister 
of  God  to  thee  for  good.  But  if  thou  do  that 
which  is  eTil,  be  afraid ;  for  he  beareth  not  the 
sword  in  rain  ;  for  he  is  the  misister  ef  God, 
a  revenger  to  execute  wrath  upon  him  that  do- 
eth  evil.  Wheiefore  ye  must  needs  be  subject, 
not  for  wrath,  but  for  conscience'  sake.  Rorn. 
iiu,  1—5. 

Whilst  the  pulpit  from  Maine  to  Csli- 
fhrnia  has,  with  a  uDanimity  unparalled 
in  history,  given  its  utterances  on  the 
engrossing  topic  of  thought,  I  have  not 
yet  spoken  of  it  from  the  sacred  desk. 
Having  done  what  I  could  by  naeans  of 
public  addresses,  and  there  being  no  lack 
of  enthusiain,  I  bad  not  thought  it  neces- 
sary to  speak  from  the  pulpit  also.  Be- 
sides, I  am  not  willing  to  sanction  the 
idea  that  any  theme  can  be  of  more  mo- 
mentous importonce  to  a  human  being 
than  "  Christ  and  him  crucified." 

But  we  are  only  at  the  beginning  of  a 
great  struggle  for  national  existence. — 
We  know  not  yet  how  it  may  be  pro- 
longed. We  cannot  now  estimate  the 
sacrifices  that  may  be  demanded  of  us  in 
order  to  carry  on  this  vsar.  We  may 
Buffer  terrible  reverses,  when  our  hands 
shall  hang  down  because  of  discourage- 
ment. We  know  not  yet  what  factious 
may  arise  in  the  conduct  of  the  war.  Let 
us  then  at  the  beginning,  look  at  it  in 
the  light  of  God's  word,  and  having  set- 
tled ourselves  upon  the  sure  foimdation 
of  divine  truth,  let  us  feel  with  the  Psalm- 
ist that  in  any  event  we  "  shall  not  be 
greatly  moved." 

Ordinarily,  I  have  not  felt  that  it  was 
expedient  to  throw  the  weight  of  the  pul- 
pit's influence  into  the  scales  in  the  de- 
cision of  any  public  question.  1  tremble 
when  I  think  of  the  influence  that  the 
ministerial  oflice  gives  a  man  in  this 
country.  I  hesitate  when  I  think  of  cast- 
ing that  influence  into  the  balances  on  the 
side  of  war.  But  in  this  case  1  have  no 
hesitancy.  If  the  christian  ministry  of 
the  United  States,  after  having  so  long 
enjoyed,  to  an  extent  unknown  in  any 
other  land,  the  inestimable  privilege  of 
proclaiming  the  salvation  of  Christ,  should 
not,  in  this  hour  of  peril,  give  all  the  in- 
fluence of  the  pulpit  to  sustain  the  gov- 
ernment that  has  protected  them,  they 
would  be  guily  of  the  basest  ingratitude. 
The  christian  has  a  two-fold  duty  to 
the  government  under  which  he  lives. 

I.  His  first  duty  is  obedience,  and  this 
obedience  is  to  be  given  to  the  existing 
government.  "  Tlie  powers  that  be  are 
ordained  of  God."  They  are  established 
by  his  providence.  Obedience  to  the 
government  is  placed  on  the  same  footing 
with  obedience  to  God.  "  He  that  re- 
sisteth  the  power  resisteth  the  ordinance 
of  God."  Rebellion  is  not  simply  a 
crime  against  man,  but  treason  to  the  gov- 
ernment of  God. 

But  there  are   times,  I  confess,  %hen 
the  christian  is  not  under  obligation  to 
obey  the  government ;    nay,  when  it  is 
his  solemn  duty  to  disregard  its  behests. 
When  the  law  of  man  conflicts  with  the 
law  of  God  then  is  it  the  duty  of  every 
christian  to    give   precedence  to  God's 
law.     There  is  no  truth    more  plainly 
tought  in  Scripture  by  example  and  pre- 
cept, than  that  God's  law  i.s  supreme.— 
If  a  statute  conflicts  with  the  constitution, 
which  is  to  be  obeyed  1      The  supreme 
law  of  course.     If  then  the  law  of  man 
whether  statutory  or  constitutional,  oon- 
flicte  with  the  law  of  God,  which  is  the 
constitution  of  the  universe,  of  course, 
God's  law  is  to  be  first  obeyed.     No  hu- 
man enactment   can   absolve   you  from 
your  allegiance  to  God.     I  do  not  say 
you  are  to  disregard  a  law  because  its 
provisioiis  are  unjust — becanse  its  opera- 
tions is  unfavorable  to  yolir  interests. — 
By  no  means.     It  is  only  when  the  law 
requires  you  to  violate  the  law  of  God 
that  you  are  to  disobey  it.     Nor  are  you 
even  in  this  case  to  resist  its  operation. 
On   the  contrary,    you  are  patiently  to 
suffer  iU  penalties  for  conscience'  sake. 

But  when  are  we  justified  in  resisting 
a  government  1     I  answer,  when  by  a 
series  of  encroachments  upon   the  liber- 
ties of  a  people,  a  government  has  dem- 
onstrated the  fact  that  it  intends  to  use 
its  power,  not  to  protect,  but  to  rob  its 
subjects.     It  is  not  as  rulers  that  you  re- 
sist them  then,  but  as   usurpers,  as  rob- 
bers.    You   resist  the   man   that  would 
steal  your  liberties  as  you  resist  the  law- 
less bandit.     But  a  single  encroachment 
upon  liberty  will  not  justify  resistance, 
nor  will  anumber  of  such  encroachments 
unless  they  are  sufficient  to  establish  the 
fact  that    the    government    intends    to 
abridge  the  liberties  of  its  subjects.  Nor 
will   legislation  unfriendly  to  the  inter* 
ests  of  a  portion  of  the  people  justify 
them  in  resisting  the  government.     The 
policy  of  the  government  in  the  last  war 
with  England,  ruinous  as  it  was  lor  the 
time  to  the  material  prosperity   of  the 
New  England  States,  would  have  been  oo 
sufficient  cause  for  rebellion.     PennsyU 
vania  could  not  have  found  any  sufficient 
cause  for  rebellion  in  the  lack  of  proper 
legislation  for  the  protection  of  her  min- 
5n«T  and  mannfttcturing  interests,  of  which 
Vie  has  oomplAined  so  much.    It  is  only 
-.1  ?•?''  y''*''  .••p" 


an  infringement  upon  the  sacred  rights  of 
"  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  bappi* 
ness,"  that  can  justify  resistance. 

11.  The  second  duty  which,  according 
to  the  word  of  God,  we  q^^  ^^  our  coun- 
try. Is  to  defend  It.  Nor  is  the  ^o'"<'  o*" 
God  alone  {„  enforcing  this  du^y  J^P^" 
us.  Our  common  sense  and  co"^'^"*^* 
«P^  '"  enjoining  it.  Shall  we  e^J^^y  **»« 
blessings  of  government  and  do  nothing 
to  sustain  it  ?  Is  it  not  repugnant  to  ev- 
ery feeling  of  nr.anhood,  that  we  shall,  i" 
secnrity  and  repose,  enjoy  the  blessings 
of  liberty,  to  gain  and  preserve  which, 
others  peril  life  and  fortune?  Every 
blessing  of  life  demands  effort  to  gain  or 
preserve  it.  And  if  a  bitter  curse  fell 
upon  the  inhabitants  of  Meroz  because 
they  came  not  up  to  defend  their  liberties 
in  the  hour  of  their  country's  peril,  how 
bitter  shall  be  the  divine  anathema  upon 
those  who,  in  this  heaven -favored  land, 
come  not  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord 
against  the  mighty.  TTiere  it  no  neutral- 
ity. 

But  I  am  met  at  the  very  outset  with 
the  objection  that  such  teaching  is  con- 
trary to  the  doctrine  of  non-resistance, 
as  ta'jght  in  the  Scriptures.     I  pray  you 
where  is  that  ultra  doctrine  taught?  cer- 
tainly not  in    the  Old  Testament ;    for 
Abraham,  the  father  of  the  faithful,  knew 
how  to  lead  his  subjects  to  war  in  defence 
of  Lot.     And  Moses,  the  "  man  of  God" 
was  a  warrior,  and  Joshua  was  a  general. 
And  David,  the  "  man  after  God's  own 
heart,"  said  that  God  had    taught  "  his 
hands  to  war  and  his  fingers  to  fight."    I 
do  believe  that  the  precepts  of  the  New 
Testament,  .is  well  as  the  spirit  of  the  Old 
Testament,  require  that  I  shall  patiently 
bear  all  manner  of  insult  —  that  if  I  am 
reviled,  I  shall  not  revile  agjiin  ;    that  I 
shall  return  blessing  for  cursing,  and  good 
for  evil,  and  that  if  a  man  smite  me  on 
one  cheek  I  shall  literally  turn  the  other 
also  ;    and  that  I  shall  not  only  bear  all 
insult,  but  even  considerable  injury  with- 
out even  defending  myself;     But  I  do 
not  believe  that  1  am  to  let  a  highway- 
man rob  me,  or  a  savage  kill  me,  without 
an  eff<>rt  at  self  defense.     I  have   little 
sympathy  with  that  kind  of  Christianity 
that  dematids  that  1  shall  see  a  rufllian 
outrage  and  kill  my  family,  and  burn  my 
house  over  my  head,  all  the  time  keeping 
my  hands  hanging  at  my  side  like  a  con- 
temptible poltroon.     Christ  says, "  If  the 
good  man  of  the  house  had  known  what 
hour  the  the  thief  would  come,  ne  would 
have  watched,  and  not  have  suffered  his 
house  to  be  broken   through."     Now  in 
the  parables  of  the  unjust  judge  and  the 
unfaithful  steward,  there  is  a  condemna- 
tion of  both  J    but  the  good  man  of  the 
house  is  not,  even  by   implication,  con- 
demned for   wishing  to  defend  himself 
against  the  midnight  marauder.     When 
Christ  instructed   his   apostles    to   buy 
swords,  what  did  he  mean  1     He  certain- 
ly did  not  mean  that  they  should  make 
disciples  at  the  edge  of  the  sword,  as  did 
Mahomet  centuries  later.     Admitting  the 
language  to  be  purely  figurative,  you  are 
compelled  to  the  conclusion  that  he  taught 
them  to  defend  themselves. 

And  if  an  individual  may  defend  him- 
self against  injury,  may  not  a  communi- 
ty do    the  same  ?      It  is  said  in  the  text 
that  the  ruler  "  beareth  not  the  sword  in 
The  apostle  does  not  say  sceptre, 


appealing  to  the  world  for  sympathy  in 
their  struggle  tdf  liberty  !  It  is  >a  Jrtfn*' 
ish  such  a  crime  as  this,  tr*  defend  your 
liberties  against  such  unjustifiable  as- 
saults, that  God  and  yourtjoontry  no%r 
call  upon  you. 

2d.  It  is  our  duty  then  to  defend  our 
country.  She  will  aever  need  oijr  help 
more  than  now.  If  we  cannot  go  to  war 
ourselves,  we  toay  at  least  lend  all  possi 
ble  encouragement  to  those  who  do  go. 
But  though  there  be  those  of  us  whose 
circumstances  seem  to  forbid  our  enlist- ! 
ment  now,  yet  there  should  not  be  one 
of  us  who  should  not  hold  himself  ready 
Kfy  fight,  should  an  emergency  demand  it. 

Understand  me.  1  dot  counsel  a  re- 
vengefi:l  spirit.  Let  us  forgive  our  ene- 
mies. Let  us  pray  for  thenx.  Not  only 
should  we  forgive  the  deluded  masses 
who  are  led  on  bHndfold  to  their  destruc- 
tion, but  even  the  infamous  men  who 
hope  to  gain  power  by  th«  ruin  of  their 
country. 

And,  lastly,  let  us  not  forget  that  in 
such  a  contest  as  this  our  strength  is  i^ 
prayer,  Bonaparte  said  that  Providence 
M^ai  always  on  the  side  of  the  strong  bat- 
talions, but  his  own  history  falsified  his 
maxim.  Let  us  remember  that  the  bat- 
tle is  not  always  to  the  strong,  nor  the 
race  to  the  swift,  but  the  dispoa^tl  of 
events  is  with  the  Lor^.  Let  us  then, 
like  Moses,  commend  our  country's 
cause  to  the  Lord  God  of  battles.

But  I  am  met  just  here  with  the  story 
of  the  horrors  of  war.  It  is  horrible.— 
It  is  of  the  devil.  No  man  can  bate  it 
more  than  I  do.  It  widows  wives.  It 
orphans  children.  It  ruins  morals.  It 
desolates  hearthstones.  It  breaks  hearts. 
It  sweeps  like  a  desolating  conflagration 
through  the  land.  But  there  are  worse 
evils  than  war.  Anarchy  is  worse  j  des- 
potism is  worse  ;  Slavery  is  worse.  It 
is  better  that  my  wife  be  a  widow  and 
my  children  fatherless,  than  that  they 
should  be  the  victims  of  the  brutal  mob 
or  the  cruel  tyrant;  better  a  thousand 
times  that  my  family  should  lire  w  ithout 
me  and  be  free,  than  wiih  me  and  be 
slaves.  I  tell  you,  horrible  as  it  is  — 
devilish  as  it  is — there  are  evils  infinite- 
ly greater  than  war.  And  sometimes,  as 
in  the  present  case,  our  only  choice  is  war 
or  anarchy. 

In  these  times,  when  our  country  is  on 
the  side  of  God  and  humanity,  I  am  sorry 
to  see  revived  that  heathenish  maxim  — 
"  Our  country  right  or  wrong."  Shall  I 
help  my  country  in  an  a^ressive  and 
murderous  war  ]  If  my  country  engages 
in  a  crusade  against  a  neighboring  people, 
is  it  any  better  than  murder  for  me  to 
enlist  under  her  banners'?  Certainly 
not  In  a  war  so  righteous  as  this,  we 
have  no  need  tor  such  fiendish  maxims. 
Away  with  them> 

III.  Let  us  then  briefly  apply  the  fore- 
going principles  to  our  present  circum- 
stances.    From  them  we  infer, 

Ist.    That  the  present  rebellion  is  a 
crime.     If  "  he  that  resisteth  the  power, 
resist  the  ordinance  of  God,"  theb  is  this 
rebellion  a  war  against  God,  and  we  fight 
on  the  side  of  God  as  certainly  as  Joshua 
or  Gideon  or    David.      These    are  the 
Lord's  battles.     If  it  be  urged  that  there 
is  a  justification  fur  the  rebellion,  I  ask 
where  1      Has  the  General  Government, 
against  which   they  now   make  war,  in- 
fringed upon  their  liberties  ?     Has  it  de- 
nied them   freedom  of  speech  1    of  the 
press?     Has    it    encroached    upon  the 
rights  of  conscience  ?  of  property?  None 
of  these  things  are   claimed.     Not  one 
thing  have    they   ever  demanded  of  the 
General  Govemmsnt  that  they  have  not 
received,  until  they  demanded  the  privi- 
lege of  overturning  the  noblest  goveni- 
ment  that  God's  goodness  ever  vouch- 
sjifed  to  humanity.     They  were  refused 
that  privilege,  and   for  this  they  broke 
out  into  war  with  the  "powers  that  be,"

8C£N«3   OFF   CH-VBLasTOir   HARBOR. 

The  British  ship  A.  &  A-,  from  Bel- 
fast, which  was  reported  in  our  last  issue 
as  having  anchored  near  the  outer  buoy 
of  the  North  Channel,  after  having  been 
chased  by  the  Niagara,  esca^d  being 
boarded  by  the  man-of-war  on  Sunday 
night,  and  was  successfully  towed  iqto 
port  by  the  steamer  Gordon  yesterday 
morning.  The  officers  of  the  Niagara 
supposad  the  A.  <Se  A.  to  have  been 
ashore  when  she  anchored,  she  was  so 
close  in,  but  in  this  supposition  they 
were  mistaken,  and  the  ship  has  got  into 
a  port  where  she  will  make  a  most  supe- 
rior freight,  say  .about  l^d  for  Upland, 
and  1 J  for  Sea  Island  Cotton. 

The  British  ship  Susan  G.  Owens  went 
to  sea  yesterda/  for  Liverpool,  and  it 
was  rumored  that  she  was  boarded  by  a 
lx>at  from  the  Niagara,  and  her  papers 
closely  scrutinized  5  but  the  pilot  that 
took  her  to  sea  informs  us  that  he  watched 
her  closely  after  she  got  outside  until 
she  had  almost  entirely  disappeared,  and 
that  no  such  an  event  took  place.  She 
was,  when  last  seen,  going  off  finely 
with  all  her  canvas  set. 

The  Niagara  was  about  ten  miles  S. 
E.  from  the  ship  bar  yesterday,  and  was 
visited  during  the  afternoon  by  Robert 
Bunch,  Esq.,  her  Brittanic  Majesty's 
Consul  at  this  port,  who  left  the  city 
about  2  ».  M.,  in  the  steamer  Charleston, 
and  proceeded  on  board  the  Niagara, 
where  he  was  received  with  the  usual  sa- 
lute and  had  every  courtesy  extend- 
ed to  him,  and  every  matter  in  relation 
to  the  blockade  satisfactorily  explained. 
All  neutral  vessels  now  in  this  port  would 
be  allowed  to  come  in. 

The  A.  &  A.,  which  got  in  yesterday, 
and  whose  manner  of  getting  into  port 
rather  disturbed  the  nerves  of  some  cot- 
ton shippers,  will  be  allowed  to  go  un- 
molested. 

All  open  letters  for  mastet^  of  ves- 
sels expected  here,  will  be  received  on 
boad  the  Niagara,  and  given  to  the  par- 
ties when  they  come  off  the  bar ;  but  no 
iledled  eommnnications  will  be  rcteeiv* 
ed, 

A  fleet  of  eight  or  ten  sail  is  expected 
off  here  in  a  few  days,  when  the  block- 
ade  will  be  rigidly  enforced  all  along  the 
coast.  They  expressed  a  willingness  to 
have  supplied  the  Hiljah  with  v^ater,  but 
her  captain  sailed  off  in  such  haste  that 
it  could  not  be  done.  The  commander 
of  the  Niagara  was  pained  at  the  posi^ 
tion  he  had  to  ocCtfpy  In  reference  to  the 
seceding  Sutes,  but  he  intended  to  carrjr 
out  his  orders. 

Mr.  Bnnch  says  that  the  Niagara  Is  9 
forrnidable  looking  ship,  has  a  noble  crew 
of  about  six  hundred  men,  is  loaded 
down  with  provisidns  and  war  materials, 
decks  piled  up  with  shot  and  guns  of  the 
most  formidable  size.  The  only  Charles- 
ton ships  ordered  off  have  been  those  re- 
ported, say  the  Monmouth,  Gen.  Park- 
hill  and  Hiljah,  all  from  Liverpool.  The 
Eliza  Bonsall,  Sir  Allan  McNab,  <iBC, 
have  not  yet  been  seen. 

Several  other  British  vessels  have  been 
ordered  off  by  the  Niagara,  two  of  which, 
it  is  said,  were  bound  to  Savannah,  but 
their  names  w«  did  not  learn.  No  ves- 
sels  appeared  off  this  harbor  yesterday, 
so  Car  as  we  could  see  or  learn,  and  the 
Niagara  had  a  quiet  day,  but  she  keeps 
Bteam  on  all  the  time,  and  moves  rapidly 
when  under  way.

-  Looking  at  tlie  1»*f  froitf  t<»c  •e«rf« 
point  we  have  indicated,  what  is  the  pros- 
pect for  the  future  ?     In  this  connection 
the  first  question  of  importancs  is :  How 
long  will  the  war  last  f    If  ;*e  base  otir 
estimates  regarding  this  point  upon  the 
events   of  the  last  century,  as  handed 
dov^n  in  histofy  we  should   proUbly  ar- 
rive at  the  conclusion  that  ^e  nat«  en* 
tered  upon  a  war  that  cannot  be  broo^ht 
to  a  conclusion   short  of  several  years. 
But  it  is  to  be  remarked  that  the  iTortd 
h»s  progressed  iii  the  science  of  warliw* 
as  it  has  in  peacefifl  science.  Within  half 
ft  century,  the  instruments  of  destruction 
have  vastly  increased  in  power.  In  eqyal 
proportion  have  the  fiwrflities  for  moving 
armies  been  improved.     In  the  latter  re- 
spect as  much  can  be  accomplished  now, 
in  this  country  in   one  month,  as  could 
have  been  carried  out  fifty  years  ago  in 
six  months.     So  also  as  many  men  can 
be  slaughtered  now  in  a  month's  \^rd  and 
vigorous    fighting,  as  could   have  been 
killed  in   six  months,   when  there   was 
nothing  better  in  tbe  way  of  fire   arms, 
than  the  old  flint  musket.     We  shall  not 
undertake  to  s»y  how  many  months  this 
war  will  last  \  but  it  is  safe  iojpredict 
that  it  will  not  be  a  long  one.     The  peo- 
rJeof  the  North  are  prepared,  and  they 
desii*  to  make  tAort  «orh  of  it  j  and  it  is 
safe  to  conclude  that  this  will  be  done. 
From  the  hour  that  first  vigorous  blow 
shall   be  struck   by  Ahe  Government,  it 
roust  be  followed  up  until  tbe  conclusion 
shall  be  reached. 

Again ;  The  war  will  not  be  an  eihanst- 
ing  one.     It  will  cost  the  Government  a 
great  deal  of  money  ^o  condurt  this  war, 
and  the  expense  will  not  be  confined  to 
the  National  Tireasury.  States,  municipal 
corporations  and  individuals  will  bear  a 
large  share   of  the    aggregate  expenses. 
But  as  all  this  money,  or  nearly  all  of  it, 
is  to  be  spent  at  home,  it  will  not  exhaust 
the  country.    The  men  are  our  own;  the 
food  that  sustains  the  army  is  all  produc- 
ed in  loyal  States;  the  arms  and  muni- 
tions of  war  are  mainly  manufactured  by 
Northern  mechanics,  the  horses  are  fur- 
nished   from   the   fertile  vajlies  of  the 
West.     Of  the  hundreds  of  millions  of 
money,  then,  to  bo  spent  in  this   war, 
nearly  the  whole  of  It  will  be  disbursed  in 
the  loyal  States.  At  the  same  time,  while 
we  are  feeding  and  equipping  ©ur  armies, 
We  ire  contributing  liberally  toward  feed-* 
ing  Europe.     Within  four  rnonths  there 
have  been  exported  from  the  pwt  of  New 
York  alone,  equal  to  rleafly  elevetl  ttiil- 
lion  bushels  of  grain,  and  sixtv-six  mil- 
lion pounds  of  pork,  beef  and  lard,  hcif . 
ly  all  of  these  being  the  products  of  Illi- 
nois, Ohio,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Wisconsin  and 
Michigan.     These  States  have  also,  for 
near  a  year  past,  fed  the  South.     And 
what  is  our  present  condition  as  to  sup- 
plies of  produce?  We  are  not  threatened 
with  a  scarcity  of  any  article.     Notwith- 
standing the  heavy  shipments  since  har- 
vest, the  store-houses  are  well  filled.    In 
the  States  mentioned,  the  stocks  of  grain 
at  this  time  exceed  one  hundred  million 
bushels.     Of  provisions,   the  stocks  are 
also  ample.    The  question  is  not,  where 
are  the  supplies  to  come  from  1  but  it  is, 
what  is  to  be  done    with  the  supplies  1 
It  is  plain,  therefor*,  that  tbe  war  pannot 
exhadstthis  country.    The  loyal  Stajk^ 
are  importing  but  little,  while,  in  addi- 
tion to  feeding  afJd  aiining  tbe  National 
forces,  they  are  exporting  Urgdy  surplus 
products  to  Europe; 

However    much,    therefore,  the  war 
may  depress   business   for   the   prawnt, 
and  however  great  may  be  the  sacrifices 
and  nurperous  the  suspensions,  it  is  very 
clear  that  the  foundations  of  business, 
when  peace  shall  be  proclaimed,  will  be 
found  broad  and  firm,  and  the  revival  of 
bu.siness  must  be  as  roirked  as   the  de- 
pression is  now  general   and  complete. 
Those  who  can  live  through  the  war  roay 
expect  a  season  of  prosperity  that   will 
go  fbr  toward  compensating  present  loss- 
es, for  in  addition   to   the  solid  founda- 
tions that  will  be  found  upon   which   to 
reconstruct  business,  there  will  be  a  de- 
gree of  soundness  resulting  from  the  op- 
erations of  the  prevailing  pressure  aqd 
the  ideas  of  economy  that  are  being  in- 1 
culcated  among  all  classes,  from  million^ 
aires  doWo,  that  has  not  been  experiencsd 
in  this  oour.try  for  many  years.     Practi- 
cal economy,  ptudonce  and  modesty  #re 
taking  the  places  of  e*tfavagan<te,  infla* 
tion,  fashion  pride  and  folly.  These  chan- 
ges are  worth  to  the  country  all  that  the 
war  #111  cost;  fi>r  the  Araericatl  people, 
in  the  line  of  inflating  business  and  out- 
living their  income,  mn  mad  about  twice 
in  every  decade.  After  this  war,  we  shall 
be  safe  against  a  commercial  revulsion 
for  at  least  ten  years

tinct  •rowal  of  the  neutrality  of  that 
country.    The  Pott  says  that  to  preserve 
tfcat  which  Lord  John  Russell  "  so  forci- 
bly c*prc«9ed,"  is  cleariy  the  duty  of  tllfl 
country.      It  says   that    the  Mfht  how 
cxistmg  in   this  country  must  be  left  t0 
work  itself  out,  however  disastrous  th* 
result   may  be  to  foreign   trade  or  tha 
manufacturing  Industry  of  England.  Tho 
position  in  which  the  rebel  States  a^e  re- 
garded is  cleariy  defined  bv  the  Premier'* 
organ,  when  it  says  that  the  national  gov-  ; 
emment  is  at  war  with  insurgenU  whose 
independent  existence,  either  de  jure  or 
de  facto,  h>s  never  been  recogoieed  by 
any  Power  in  the  worid  ;  that  in  the  c*tt- 
templation  of  public  law  they  are  simply 
rebels,  and  that  Mr.  Lincoln  has  undoubt- 
edly the  right  to  declare  a  blockade  of 
the  Sohthern  ports,  and  to  treat  and  pun- 
ish all  iSodthern  privateers  a*  pirtites.— *. 
There  is  no  mistaking  the  meaning  of 
this  langt»«ge,  and  coming  froitran  orga* 
of  the  gotemment,  it  may  be  taken  As 
decisive  in  favof  of  absolute  heotrality 
on  the  part  of  England,  and  the  non-rec- 
ognitloh  of  the  Sauthem  confederacy. —

Generally  the  course  of  the  shot  can  bo 
traced  by  wire  as  lai^e  as  a  man's  finger. 
The  damage  most  often  happens  in  the 
sides  of  a  vessel,  in  splintering  and  brea- 
king the  wood,  after  the  main  force  of 
the  shot  was  spent.  Forts  Hamilton  and 
Richmond  which  are  about  a  mile  apart, 
with  a  vessel  lying  batweeo  thcfll,  could 
not,  with  their  gons,  send  a  shot  through 
two  feet  of  its  timbers.  There  is  rarely 
an  instance  where  a  ship  was  .sunk  by  a 
solid  shot.  Hot  shot  and  shell  do  tte 
mischief.  The  tatter  will  sometimes  make 
an  aperture  of  several  feet  in  extent 
through  the  side  of  a  vessel.

Washington,  May  27. — The  steamer 
Minnesota  was  e.xpected  to  leave  For- 
tress Monroe  to-day  for  the  blockade  at 
Charleston.  Two  or  three  other  vessels 
will  soon  follow. 

Passengers  who  left  Richmond  yester- 
day, arrived  here  this  morning,  and  say 
the  train  on  which  they  ai  rived  brought 
one  thousand  South  Carolina  troops 
to  the  Gap,  and  that  the  en- 
1  tire  number  of  the  Confederate  troops 
there  number  at  least  3,000.  They  are 
badly  armed  and  equipped,  and  were 
throwing  up  entrenchments,  in  anticipa 
tion  of  an  attack.  The  opinion  was  that 
the  Federal  troops  would  move  towards 
Harper's  Ferry  by  that  mute. 

The  5th  and  69th  New  York  Regi- 
ments are  two  miles  below  Alexandria  on 
the  line  of  the  railroad  with  provisions, 
and  had  arrested  eighteen  secession  sol- 
diers in  citizens'  dress  who  have  been 
brought  to  Alexandria. 

A  man  who  was  seized  by  the  Zouaves 
three  miles  from  that  city  carrying  a  se- 
cession flag  was  made  by  them  to  carry  it 
on  a  pole  to  the  Relay  House  and  there 
compelled  him  to  trample  on  it.  He  was 
then  placed  in  custody. 

Another  military  movement  is  on  foot 
but  the  Government  keeps  it  strictly  se- 
cret. Harper's  Ferry  advices  state  that 
the  secessionist*  there  are  greatly  alarmed 
at  the  Government  movements  and  ex- 
pect an  attack  momentarily. 

One  of  the  captured  secessionists  con- 
firms the  report  that  on  Saturday  P.  M,, 
about  100  secessionists  were  but  a  few 
miles  from  Arlington  Heights,  but  re- 
turned when  they  discovered  the  Feder- 
al troops  coming  over  from  Washington. 
The  War  Department  is  satisfied  this  is 
reliable. 

Mechakicsville,  N.  Y.  May  27. 
The  funeral  of  Colonel  Ellsworth  took 
place  to-day  here  and  was  attended  by  an 
immense    concourse  of  people  and  fire- 
men from  various  parts  of  the  State. 
Boston,  May  27. 
The  steamer  Massachusetts  sai'ed  to- 
day for  Fort  Pickens,  with    a    crew  of 
24  men,  and  150  extra    seamen    for  the 
fleet,  and  a  large  amount  of  munitions  of 
war. 

St.  Louis,  May  24. 
The  State  troops  at  Jefferson  City, 
numbering  about  4,000  were  ordered  to 
disband  yesterday  by  Gen.  Price.  At 
first  they  refused  to  obey,  but  it  is  believ- 
ed they  will  quietly  disperse  and  return 
to  their  homes.

— In  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  a 
resolution  amending  the  Constitution  to 
allow  naturalized  foreigners  the  right  of 
suffrage  after  a  year's  residence  in  the 
State,  passed  both  Houses.

— Col.  Vosburg,  commanding  one  of 
the  New  York  regiments,  died  in  Wash- 
ington on  Monday.  The  President  and 
Cabinet  attended  his  funeral  the  next 
day. 

— Two  Philadelphia  companies  in  Bal- 
timore have  seized  a  large  quantity  of 
arms  stored  in  an  unoccupied  house,  com- 
prising 1,500  muskets  in  boxes,  marked 
"  Virginia  muskets  ;"  also  4,000  others, 
being  the  whole  number  taken  from  the 
Fort  McHenry  arsenal.  They  had  been 
in  the  custody  of  the  city  authorities. 

— The  Union  men  of  the  Third  District 
of  Maryland,  have  nominated  C.  L.  Leary 
for  Congress. 

— There  was  a  most  amusing  stampede 
at  Alexandria,  on  Friday  las't,  of  the  citi- 
zens. The  Pawnee,  which  lies  opposite 
the  town  with  her  guns  bearing  upon  it, 
steamed  up  and  swung  about,  changing 
her  position  and  moving  nearer  the  town. 
They  observed  from  the  town  unusual 
sians  of  activity  on  board,  and  at  once 
took  to  flght.  Hundreds  of  families 
moved  out  of  the  limits  of  the  city. 

— The  ladies  of  Washington  have  pre- 
pared a  magnificent  flag,  which  they  pro- 
pose to  present  to  the  President,  to  be 
floated  from  the  White  House.  The  di- 
mensions of  the  banner  will  be  thirty-six 
feet  by  fifty-four  and  will  cost  about 
$300. 

Gen.  Butler  has  at  least  fifteen  regi- 
ments at  his  disposal  for  advancing  ope- 
ing  operations.  He  will  at  once  inaugu- 
rate aggressive  movements,  and  probably

He  carried  the  identical  flag 
torn  down  by  Ellsworth.  Then  followed 
President,  Secretarys  Seward  and  Smith, 
officers  of  Zouaves  in  carriages,  military, 
(Ssc.  All  the  bells  of  the  city  were  toll- 
ed, all  flags  at  half  mast,  and  buildings 
in  mourning. 

Western  Virginia  is  excepted  in  the 
order  of  tbe  Postmaster  General  for  the 
stoppage  of  the  mails  in  the  seceding 
States.  Every  fair  chance  will  be  made 
for  postal  arrangements  in  that  section. 

It  was  intended  at  Fort  Monroe  to 
make  a  general  attack  upon  the  rebel  bat- 
teries Thursday  night,  but  it  was  post- 
poned. It  is  not  certainly  known  what 
time  operations  will  commence.  Every 
thing  is  prepared  for  an  attack  upon  Nor- 
folk, The  Cumberland,  Yankee  and  Star 
will  engage  the  batteries,  acting  In  con- 
junction with  forces  landed  from  propel- 
lers. 

A  New  York  dispatch  of  Saturday 
evening  says  reports  had  reached  that 
city  that  a  United  States  Steamer  had  an 
engagement  that  day  with  a  battery  at 
Acquia  Creek,  completely  demolishing  it;

THURSDAY'S  TELEGRAMS  CON- 
DENSED. 

— Chicago  is  in  a  brisk  ferment  at  the 
way  she  has  been  treated  by  the  Spring- 
field authorities.  Four  thousand  seven 
hundred  men  were  tendered,  and  out  of 
this  number  only  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  run  the  gauntlet  at  Springfield  so  far 
as  to  get  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  in  regimctal  order.  The  Trib- 
une threatens  to  appeal  to  the  President. 

— The  New  York  Seventh  Regiment 
was  only. mustered  for  thirty  days.  On 
Tuesday  Hon.  Chauncey  Schaffer  made  a 
speech  to  the  men,  and  invoked  them  by 
no  means  to  return  home  before  the 
close  of  the  war.  It  is  understood  that 
they  will  be  guided  in  this  matter  by 
Gen.  Scott,  and  are  willing  to  remain  if 
there  is  a  prospect  of  a  speedy  opening 
of  the  campaign. 

— The  New  York  Second  Regiment 
passed  through  Baltimo.-e  on  Tuesday. — 
They  were  well  received  and  cheered  in 
parts  of  the  city. 

—The  ship  Gen.  Parkhill,  from  Liver- 
pool, for  Charleston,  has  arrived  at  Phil- 
adelphia in  charge  of  the  Niagara,  from 
Charleston.  She  was  sooken  off"  Cape 
Rombine,  on  the  l2th  and  ordered  off". — 
The  next  day  she  was  captured  in  at- 
tempting to  run  the  blockade.  The  prize 
ship  is  600  tons,  with  a  general  cargo,  a 
large  portion  being  salt.  It  is  suspected 
that  arms  and  munitions  of  war  are  con- 
cealed under  the  salt.  She  was  com- 
manded by  Capt.  Forbes,  her  own  cap- 
tain being  murdered  on  the  outward  voy- 
age by  some  of  the  crew  "" 
aecession  flags   flyitig.

FRIDAY'S  NEWS— COLONEL  ELS 
WORTH    KILLED  1  —  ALEXAN- 
DRIA AND  ARINGTON  HEIGHTS 
OCCUPIED,  &c.  &c. 

On  Thursday  tbe  New  York  Zouaves, 
the  14th  and  79th  and  the  New  Jersey 
Regiments  moved  upon  Alexandria 
while  several  other  regiments  took  pos- 
session of  Arlington  Heights.  The  en- 
trance into  Alexandria  was  not  very 
vigorously  resisted.  TbeVirginia  troops 
fired  upon  the  Government  troops  and 
fled.  The  most  lamentable  circumstance 
was  tbe  killing  of  Col.  Ellsworth,  in  com- 
mand of  the  New  York  Fire  Zouaves. — 
Col.  Elsworth  hauled  down  the  secession 
flag  from  the  Marshal  House,  and  while 
in  the  act  of  running  up  the  stars  and 
stripes,  was  shot  dead  by  a  concealed  foe. 
His  murderer  was  immediately  put  to 
death.  The  American  flag  now  waves  in 
triumph  over  Alexandria.  The  news  of 
the  death  of  Col.  Ellsworth  produced  in- 
tense excitement  in  Washington  —  the 
military  being  almost  uncontrolable,  so 
i»reat  was  the  desire  to  march  upon 
Washington. 

Our  telegrams  of  the  25th  establish 
these  important  points  : 

1.  Baltimore  has  been  turned  by  a/oute 
from  Havre  de  Grace,  down  Chesapeake 
Bay  to  Annapolis. 

2.  Gen.  Scott  commands  the  railroad 
from  Annapolis  to  Washington.  On  the 
23d,  he  controlled  the  trains  south  of  the 
Annapolis  junction,  and  on  the  24th  four 
New  York  Regiments  and  doubtless  the 
Massachusetts  troops  under  Gen.  Butler 
were  transferred  to  Washington. 

3.  This  route — by  rail  to  Havre  de 
Grace,  vessels  to  Annapolis,  and  a  trian- 
gular road  from  Annapolis  to  Washing, 
ton — is  firmly  established.  The  frigate 
Constellation  is  at  Annapolis,  manned 
by  Massachusetts  troops.  The  Govern- 
ment has  seized  all  the  vessels  betw  ee 
Annapolis  and  Havre  de  Grace ;  the  de- 


Friend  Van  Vorhes  : —  So  many  of 
the  men  in  this  Regiment  have  been 
away  during  the  past  week  that  on  some 
occasions  the  companies  could  scarcely 
turn  out  a  corporal's  guard  each.

In  our  own  company  we  have 
enough  and  to  spare — having  something 
over  the  maximum  number,  lOl.  Wheth- 
er some  will  have  to  leave  or  we  be  al- 
lowed all  we  have  is  not  yet  decided, 
but  no  more  of  your  readers  need  come 
here  to  enlist,  as  they  will  not  have  the 
ghost  of  a  chance  to  get  into  this  Regi- 
ment.
